The  second  set  followed  the  same 
pattern  of  play  and  scoring  as  the  first 
set  but  John  gained  the  upper  hand  in 
the  latter  stages  of  the  game  to  win 
another  uncomfortably  close  one,  21- 
19. 

The  stage  was  set  for  a  thriller  to 
decide  the  all  important  quarter-final 
and  again  the  winner  was  difficult  to 
detect  until  towards  the  end  Charlie 
was  able  to  edge  in  front  and 
tenaciously  held  to  his  four  point  lead 
to  earn  a  well  deserved  victory  21-17. 

The  Robinson-Hopkins  semi-final 
produced  brilliant  handball  with  Ray 
Hopkins  hitting  his  usual  array  of 
classic  strokes.

David  Dobbin  followed  last  year’s  D 
Grade  Championship  victory  by 
treating  the  1979  C  Grade  field  to  a 
similar  drubbing.  His  task  next  year 
will  be  much  more  difficult  but  the  B 
Graders  will  be  more  than  somewhat 
aware  of  young  David’s  presence. 

Gordon  Salier  got  away  to  a  good 
start  in  the  first  round  at  the  expense 
of  Michael  Frawley,  but  then  some 
stern  opposition  from  the  young  white 
hope,  David  Dobbin,  ended  his  run. 
David  had  earlier  defeated  John  Reid. 

Wal  Tyler’s  return  to  the  fold  was 
shortlived  when  he  found  his  first 
round  opponent,  Les  Hams,  in  superb 
touch.  Neville  Amy  handed  out  a  21- 
lb,  21-11  thrashing  of  young  Terry 
Jackman  and  then  carved  up  Les  Hams 
21-12,  21-5.  Students  of  form  should 
mark  Terry  Jackman  as  a  prospective 
champ. 

Doug  Salier  and  David  Castle  played 
each  other  to  a  standstill  in  a 


magnificent  exhibition  of  handball  and 
more  games  played  in  this  spirit  would 
see  the  turnstiles  clicking  for  packed 
houses.  This  match  required  134 
games  of  no  holds  barred  handball  to 
produce  a  winner  whose  final  ad¬ 
vantage  was  a  mere  two  games.  David 
captured  an  exciting  first  set  21-19  but 
was  forced  to  concede  victory  to  Doug 
in  the  second  set  by  a  similar  score. 
The  third  set  was  dazzling  and  tension 
mounted  throughout  the  final  set  until 
David  won  28-26.

Tony  Salier,  on  his  way  to  the  final, 
had  successfully  endured  a  dour 
struggle  with  Tim  O’Dillo-Maher  by 
21-17,  21-16.  Tony  then  buried  the 
title  hopes  of  confident  Paul  Vrachnas. 
Tony  gained  an  early  break  and  the 
finish  set  21-14. 

Paul  revealed  an  unexpected 
tenancity  that  rewarded  him  with  a  22- 
20  second  set  win  but  Tony  was  too 
good  in  the  decider  which  he  won  21- 
17. 

The  final  was  David’s  day  and  his 
hard  hitting  eventually  forced  Tony 
Salier  into  errors.  He  won  the  title 
clearly  by  two  sets  to  nil. 

BAINE  BATTERS  B. 
GRADES 

Two  players  who  benefited  from 
forfeits  in  the  first  round  played  an 
interesting  quarter-final  engagement. 
For  the  first  time  for  many  years 
neither  Stan  Heaton  or  Rod  Fisher 
faced  the  starter,  both  players  suffering 
an  “absence”  syndrome.  Martin 
McCurrich  and  Richard  Horne 
revealed  first  class  form  in  a  classic 
three  setter  that  gave  Martin  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  win  by  veritably  climbing 
up  from  the  floor  following  a  first  set 
loss  by  15-21.

Member  Bill  Hunt  reports  on 
Tattersall’s  flavoured  Hawaiian 
Golf  Tour. 

A  report  on  the  last  Golf  Tour  was 
covered  in  a  previous  Tatt’s  magazine. 
Here  is  a  story  of  our  second  Hawaiian 
Golf  Tour.  The  party  left  Sydney  on 
Saturday  22nd  September  and 
Tattersall’s  Club  was  once  again  well 
represented.  We  followed  much  the 
same  itinerary  as  on  our  March  tour 
but  spent  more  time  on  the  circuit  and 
less  time  at  Waikiki. 

We  went  straight  to  the  island  of 
KAUAI  and  several  of  our  members 
headed  immediately  to  the  golf  course 
for  a  practise  round  at  the  Kauai  Surf 
Country  Club  we  also  played  at 
WAILUA  which  must  be  the  best 
municipal  course  in  the  island.  (Bing 
Crosby  always  played  there  when  in 
Hawaii),  and  at  the  magnificent  resort 
area  of  Princeville  where  the  1978 
World  Cup  was  played.  Princeville  has 
27  holes  some  of  which  are  the  most 
challenging  and  dramatically  beautiful 
in  all  the  islands. 

Our  next  stay  was  at  MAUI  where 
we  played  at  ROYAL  KAANAPALI, 
which  has  the  biggest,  fastest  and  most 
undulating  greens  one  could  ever  ex¬ 
pect  to  encounter.

KAPALUA  was  another  exciting 
course  designed  by  Arnold  Palmer,  but 
we  all  thought  the  two  courses  at 
Wailea  to  be  about  the  best.  The  Blue 
Course  being  a  beautiful  and 
interesting  layout,  but  the  Orange 
Course  was  tight  and  very  challenging. 

Then  to  the  island  of  Hawaii  where 
we  firstly  stayed  at  the  magnificent 
luxurious  resort  of  MAUNA  KEA. 
This  was  truly  the  highlight  of  our  tour 
as  the  golf  course  was  generally  voted 
as  also  being  the  best  and  as  good  as 
you  could  find  anywhere  in  the  world. 
It  is  so  well  groomed  and  the  fairways 
and  greens  so  well  kept  that  the  lies 
were  perfect  and  not  a  weed  in  sight  — 
plenty  of  lava  rocks  if  you  were  off 
course,  however.  The  third  hole  is  one 
of  the  most  magnificent  golf  holes  one 
could  ever  wish  to  play.  A  par  3  of 
about  175  yards  with  150  yards  of 
water  in  between. 

We  also  played  and  stayed  at  the 
KONA-KEAHOU  course  before 
returning  to  Honolulu  for  a  couple  of 
days  shopping.
